Peter Dearing, Youngest Member of 

Company Graciously Autographs 
Programs 

A number of college and high school 
pupils were among the audience which 
enjoyed Ben Greet’s production of 
“The Comedy of Errors”, and “Julius 
Caesar” at Ararat Temple, December 
15. 

Sir Philip Ben Greet is the greatest 
producer of Shakesperian plays in the 
world. He appears in all of his pro- 
ductions and adds much to them by 
his presence, though he often chooses 
comparatively small parts. He has 
made several tours of America, as well 
as other countries, and his productions 
are everywhere enthusiastically re- 
ceived. 

Russell Thorndike is the leading 
man of the company and to quote the 
“Star”, “He is an actor who should 
appear in Kansas City an entire week, 
not just one night.” Mr. Thorndike 
played the part of Dromio of Syracuse 
in “The Comedy of Errors”, and ren- j 
dered a marvelous characterization 
of Brutus in “Julius Caesar”. 

The youngest member of the com- 
pany is Peter Dearing, eighteen years 
of age, who graciously autographed a 
number of wadded programs after the 
evening performance. In answer to a 
number of questions, Peter revealed 
the facts that he has been on the stage 
since he was six years of age, has 
been to America three times and likes 
it very much prefers Joan Crawford 
in the movie line, doesn’t think 
Amos 'n Andy funny, and doesn’t 
smoke cigarettes — not even Old Golds. 

Both performances were staged in 
the true Elizabethan manner, but of 
the two, “Julius Caesar” was moreen- 
joyed, probably because, being a trag- 
edy, its lines were more powerful and 
dramatic, and it was more familiar 
to the audience than “The Comedy of 
Errors”. Yet the comedy deserves 
mention because it is a play that is not 
often presented by Shakespearian com- 
panies. 

The players left Kansas City im- 1 
mediately after the evening perfor- 
mance for Washington, where they 
were to perform on the White House 
grounds.

Blue Springs Team 

The Debate Was a Non-Scheduled 
Practice Contest. 

The first debate in which St. 
Teresa upheld the affirmative of the 
question, Resolved: That the Several 
States Should Enact Legislation Pro- 
viding for Compulsory Unemployment 
Insurance, took place December 17, 
with Blue Springs high school in the 
St. Teresa auditorium. 

Virginia Reardon, president of the 
. Student Government Association, acted 
as chairman and introduced the speak- 
ers. Ann Elizabeth Darby, first 
speaker for the affirmative, showed 
the need for compulsory unemploy- 
ment insurance, Louise Vaughn, first 
negative speaker, built her case on 
the financial unsoundness of the in- 
surance, Annabel Shannon, 'second 
affirmative speaker, emphasized the 
desirability and practicability of the 
plan advocated by the affirmative, 
Helen Schraeger attempted to prove 
the insurance plan would not be satis- 
factory to labor or industry. 

Rebuttals followed the constructive 
speeches; then the chairman read the 
judges’ decisions which unanimously 
awarded the victory to the affirma- 
tive. 

The debate was not on the regular 
schedule but because Center forfeited 
their debate to St. Teresa, Miss Hill, 
debate coach, arranged the substitute 
debate with Blue Springs. 

The judges in the contest were Miss 
Ann Hooley, Mr. H. Ward, and Miss 
Esther Secrest.

began to feel the need of a much 
larger church. In the spring of 1915 
| plans were formulated and the foun- 
dation was laid for a permanent 
church. The parishioners, who then 
numbered about sixty families, be- 
came enthusiastic over the new project 
and although they knew they were 
facing a difficult undertaking, they 
succeeded, under the able and self- 
sacrificing leadership of their pastor, 
in erecting one of the most beautiful 
churches in the city. The first Mass 
was read in the Church on Christmas 
day, 1916. 

It was not five years later that 
Father through his untiring work 
succeeded in erecting his new school, 
located at 5134 Baltimore. The school 
was opened on September 6, 1921, 
with thirty-five pupils. Two Sisters 
from St. Teresa were in charge. The 
number of pupils has since increased 
from thirty-five to one hundred and 
twenty-five, from two Sisters to four. 

To the regret of the student body, 
Father McDonald is not as familiar 
a figure at the College as he was in 
the olden days. His work has in- 
creased and his time is taken up with 
the various activities of his parish 
and school. But he celebrates a Mass 
occasionally at the College on Sun- 
day. 

Father will always be remembered 
for the interest he took in St. Teresa 
when it was in its infancy. Many of 
the older students recall the active 
interest he took in all school projects 
and the delightful religion classes he 
conducted. 

Father McDonald deserves a great 
deal of praise for the work he has 
accomplished. He is greatly loved 
and admired by his parishioners, the 
children of his school, and by the 
faculty and students of St. Teresa. 

Plans are bein* made by each 
group to celebrate this happy occa- 
sion, Father’s Jubilee.
